places, it ha- been tried, and to the 
urprise of some it has been found 
that the conditions did not stand in 
the way at all. There are many such 
communities. 
They have men 
en- 


gaged in dairying; they have scrub or 
other inferior bulls which should be 
replaced; and they have the need for 
better bulls. 


Any community in which there are 


200 or more cows can better afTon 
to have a bull association that it can 
to be without one; and if the people 
of the community are neighborly an 
able to work together in every rljxj 
business affairs, they can just as well 
have a strong association with ail its 
benefits.
